This company established the first 
rcseua and first aid station 
in

States, aside from those established 
by thu government.

ring No. J, one at Kufllngton, and one 
at ilecla No. 2. 'J'liese stations are 
fully equipped with ,tlio best app'a- 
nitus

accessories 
obtainable. 
There are thirty-six trained corps of 
five mon each which practice quarterly 
arc! twice that number of men are 
fully trained 
and quullftucl in 
both, 
rescue and first /aid work.

blaiikctja and siuch accessories that 
may bo needed immediately in caso of 
accident.

PENSION PLAN. 
The United States Steel Corporation, 


of which the H. C. Friclc Coke Com- 
pany is a bubsidlary company, has 
provided $8,000,000, which, with the 
Carnegie HelSof Fund, 
created 
by 
Andrew Carnegie on 
March 12th, 
1901, makes a joint fund of $12,000,- 
000 In which the employes of the 
IT. C. ITrick Coke Company partici- 
pate. Its principal features are, com- 
pulsory retirement for 
men 
at 
70 
years of age after 20 years of service; 
retirement at tho reciuest of employe, 
or his employing officer at the age of 
60 after 20 years of service; retire- 
ment by reason of permanent total 
incapacity after 20 years lor a man. 
under GO yoai-w of age. The basis of. 
pension is, first, for each year ot ser- 
vice, 1 per 
cent 
of 
the 
average 


monthly earnings for the last 10 years 
of service; second, credit for service 
rendered to any of the plants of the 
subsidiary companies oi the United 
States Steel Corporation, or to the 
predecessors of .such companies; third, 
minimum pension, J12.00 per month, 
maximum pension, 5100 per month. 


So it Is seen that the company in 


the first place leaves nothing- undone 
to prevent its employes from injury, 
that when injured, as some of them 
are bound to be In. the operation, of 
some 65 mines, everything po&sible is 
done for their care and 
treatment; 
financial provision made for 
them 
and their families, and in

death for the widows and children;

EFFICIENCY. 


The company has done all possible 


to raise the efficiency of their em- 
ployes by assisting them to make tho 
highest wage they can 
The company 
pays the highest wage in the region, 
and have always been foremost in in- 
creasing tho same. They have estab- 
lished 
a 
standard 
etllciency 
basis, 


Indicating what each 
employe, 
no 
matter what Is his job, should ac- 
complish for a day's 
work. 
This 


standard is not (>ased on. what 
the 
very best man coulO 
do, 
but 
tho 


averairc mail. Dfily reports are made 
showing the efficiency of each set of 
employes, for instance, 
mining 
of 
coal, hauling of coal, laying of track, 
setting timber, etc. To aid I he miner 
to earn all he can, steel track is used 
in headings and rooms instead of the 
former wood track on which the mine 
car can be 
moro 
easily 
moved;

redress made by any employe, and net 
allow any discrimination on account 
of nationality or creed." 


Where the working- sections of * 


mino are a considerable distance front 
the entrance or shaft bottom, work- 
men are transported on "man trips" 
to and from a point near their work, 
eliminating: fhe expenditure of a vast 
amount of energy which would be re- 
quired in walking to and i'rom his 
working place 
Tho company has spent, during thq 


last two years, over one-half million 
dollars in bettering- tho condition of 
the workman In respect to sanitation 
and similar matters, and making the 
home and Us environment as com- 
fortable as possible for the employe 
and his family. 


Tt must bo remembered that tno 


majority 
of 
these 
employes 
are 


foreigners, many of thorn fresh, from 
Europe. 
They are immediately en- 
couraged in thrift and industry, and 
eventually become 
useful 
American 
citizens much sooner than they would 
with 
environment not so elevating 


morally. 
l 


One visiting the Connellsville COK« 
region two years ago and today is at 
once impressed with the wonderful 
transformations of the coke 
towna 
owned by the H. C. Frick CoKe Com- 
pany. Shacks or shanties which were 
standing on posts with surroundings 
unsanitary, have been removed. 
At 


many of the towns whole rows of 
houses have cither been replaced or 
moved to better locations. 
Nonde- 
script outbuilding's built by the em- 
ploye from all kinds of material have 
been replaced with those of standard 
design and all neatly painted. 
Ono 
hundred and live stables, 205 chicken 
coops and ISO pig pens -were built the 
past year. The houses o£ the company 
are of more th.-ui the ordinary com- 
pany habitations. 
They are built of 


substantial 
stone 
foundations, 
and 


cellars are being- provided, there being1 
2,700 neat and sanitary ones to date, 
and practically every house is equip- 
ped with spacious front 
and 
back, 


porches, there being 
465 
of 
the* 


former and 650 of the latter built this 
year. 
AH dwellings are well painted 


durable red with white 
trimmings. 
Running water has been, placed 
in 


the kitchens of some 1,200 dwellings, 
or in about IS per cent of the total 
number owned by the company. 
A 


number of liath rooms have also been 
provided, and many of them 
are 


electrically lighted, as aro the streets 
where electricity is available for this 
purpose. There Is a lot, of-good size, 
neatly fenced, for each tenant. 
Re- 


cently the company has been abolish- 
ing the old style board 
fence 
and 
replacing it with a neat and durable 
paling fence with gates with 
self- 
closing hinges; 202,000 lineal feet, or 
about 38 miles, of this picket fence

constructed. Concrete water channels 
have been nullt where a short time 
ago unsightly and unsanitary water 
course existed;

71,000 lineal feet, or about 13.5 miles 
of concrete curb dram, similar to that 
constructed In towns and cities; and

of the larger type of concrete drain, 
making a complete sy&tem of drains

absolute ttrst class sanitary condition. 
A sanitary inspector is on duty In 
each 
town, 
makes 
frequent 
in- 


spection and gives instructions that 
the tenants keep their houses and sur- 
roundings In good sanitary condition. 
Then the doctors In the various towns 
have been requested to make reports 
on the general condition found, and 
steps are taken immediately to correct 
anything- found detrimental to 
the 


-condition sought for. 
An ample sewer system is also pro- 


vided, consisting of underground and 
surface sewers. 
Thus tho company has made 
it 


possible for Its employes and their 
families to live under conditions that 
are positively ideal and sanitary. 


Then it provides 
all 
kinds

churches and encourages the establish- 
ing of schools. In every possible way- 
it co-operates with the school authori- 
ties, many of

being irembers of local school boards. 
Elevating sports and recreation are 


furnished for the young and old, and 
ithletios are encouraged among- the 
young men. 


At each of the plants thero Is a 


baseball team, all of them being in. a 
league 
with 
regularly

games, with the official playing rules 
of organized baseball, and the win- 
ning team at the end of each, season 
receives the Tohrmis "Lynch

cup as a trophy. 
Keen rivalry exists 


among- the teams, and public interest 
is very great.

Titanic. After studying at tho Hoyal 
Academical Institution nt Belfast An- 
drews outcred the Harlnnd & Wolff 
shipyards rvt upprt^ntlce.

chief designer. 
Later ho "became a

Andrews milled on tile Titanic, cer-

A 
survivor hue told how, after the colli- 
sion, AndrcWH busied
